gress—Senate Passes Bill Provid­ 
ing for Fortifications—Session Is 
Near the End—Capital News. 


Washington, 
May 21.—After 
two 
days’ debate the house Wednesday, by 
the overwhelming vote of 195 to 26, 
passed the Bartholdt—McCall immigra­ 
tion bill, as modified by 
the Corliss 
amendment. 
The Stone consular in­ 
spection bill, offered as a substitute, 
wa3 defeated—75 to 131. 
Tim bill, as 
passed, adds to the classes of aliens ex­ 
cluded from admission to the United 
States all male persons between the 
ages of 16 and 60 years (except parents 
of persons living in this country), who 
cannot both read and write English or 
some other language. 
The 
Corliss amendment excludes 
aliens who come across the borders year 
after year to perform 
labor 
in the 
United States with no intention of set­ 
tling therein. It declares all labor con­ 
tracts with aliens void, and makes par­ 
ties thereto within the jurisdiction of 
the United States punishable by a fine 
of $1,000 or imprisonment, not exceed­ 
ing one year; makes it a misdemeanor 
for naturalized citizens, who have re­ 
turned to a foreign country to make 
the same his home, to again perform 
labor in the United States; makes it a 
misdemeanor for any alien to cross the 
border for labor in the United States, 
except at a port of entry, and imposed a 
head tax of 50 cents on each immigrant. 
Before the debate began a special 
order was adopted setting aside Thurs­ 
day for the consideration of the Phillips 
commission bill, and Friday for 
the 
Erdman arbitration bill. 
The order provoked 
the 
vehement 
protests of the friends of war claims, 
who charged the leaders of the house 
with treating them unfairly. 
Both Mr. 
Mahon (rep., Pa.) chairman of the war 
claims’ 
committee, and Mr. W alker 
(rep., Mass.) served notice that at the 
short session, beginning in December, 
no bills would be allowed to pass by 
unanimous consent. 
Their threat is 
for the purpose of forcing the consider­ 
ation of bills on 
the calendar. 
Mr. 
W alker ridiculed the precipitancy with 
which the house rushed to the support 
of Venezuela and Cuba, while it turned 
its back coldly on the poor creditors of 
the government, who wrere unfortunate 
enough to be its own citizens. 
The order was adopted, and the de­ 
bate on the immigration bills was re­ 
newed. Mr. Wilson (dem., S. C.) favored 
a radical restrictive measure. 
During the debate the preliminary 
conference report on the Indian bill was 
adopted, and the bill sent to further 
conference. 
Mr. Hendrick (rep., Ky.) opposed an 
extension of the laws designed to re­ 
strict immigration. 
Mr. Danford (rep.. Ohio) supported the 
Stone bill 
for 
consular 
inspection. 
Thousands of petitions, from all parts 
of the country had come in favor of this 
hill. The main opposition came from 
the steamship companies. 
Mr. Bartholdt (rep., Mo.) protested 
against the statement that 50 per cent 
of the inmates of the penitentiaries and 
almshouses were foreign born. He pro­ 
duced census statistics to prove that 27 
per cent of the Inmates of the peniten­ 
tiaries and 13 per cent of the inmates 
of the almshouses were foreign born. 
He asserted that the German-American 
press of the country was a unit against 
the Stone bill. 
At 4 o’clock, under the special order, 
the voting began. The first vote was 
taken on the Corliss amendment to the 
McCall educational test bill. 
It 
was 
agreed to—121 to 45. 
The Stone consular-inspection sub­ 
stitute was lost—75 to 131. 
The bill as amended was then passed. 
Mr. Fitzgerald, of Massachusetts, de­ 
manded the yeas and nays, but his de­ 
mand was not supported by a sufficient 
number of members. 
The house then 
adjourned.

Cleveland, O., May 20.—Bishop Fos­ 
ter presided Wednesday at the Metho­ 
dist F]piscopal general conference. 
It 
was decided to permit but one nomina­ 
tion and one second to be made. 
The first ballot for book agent in the 
Western Book Concern at Cincinnati 
was announced. The whole unmber of 
votes cast was 496. 
Of 
these Lewis 
Curts received 301, thus re-electing him. 
The second ballot for junior agent at 
New York was announced as follows: 
Whole number of votes cast. 480, mak­ 
ing 241 necessary to a choice. The re­ 
sult was: Magee, 
186; 
Mains, 132; 
Dougherty, 59; Swindells, 45; Evans, 
27; King, 24; scattering, 7. 
A third 
ballot w’as ordered. 
Resolutions denouncing as disgrace­ 
ful the sale of intoxicating liquor in 
the capitol at Washington, and com­ 
mending the bill reported by the house 
committee prohibiting it, were adopt­ 
ed. 
The committee on state of the church 
reported in favor of no change in the 
rule prohibiting the use or encourage­ 
ment of 
liquor, 
dancing, 
games of 
chance, theater 
going, 
circuses and 
horse races. The report was adopted. 
Only about 40 voted in favor of striking 
out the restrictions. 
On the fourth ballot for agent for 
New York Dr. Manis was elected, re­ 
ceiving 339 of the 509 votes, making 
the New York agents Dr. Eaton and 
Dr. Manis. The third ballot for second 
agent at the Western Concern in Cin­ 
cinnati was then announced. The whole 
number of votes cast was 508, making 
255 necessary. 
Of these Jennings re­ 
ceived 253, Johnson 177, 
and other 
scattering. A fourth ballot was order­ 
ed and Dr. Jennings was elected. 
Nominations for secretary of 
the 
missionary society were then 
taken. 
In all 512 votes were cast, making 257 
necessary to elect. On the first ballot, 
Dr. A. B. Leonard, of Cincinnati, re­ 
ceived 38b and Dr. A. J. Palmer, of New 
York, received 300. thus electing them 
both. A second ballot was taken for the 
third .secretary, which showed 495 votes 
cast, making 218 necessary to elect. The 
leaders were:

CHIEF SPENCER’S PLAN W ILL 
GO THROUGH. 


DR. BAINES LAID 


All the Streetcar Gompiny “ Sticks’* 
and Many Others On Milwaukee 
Street to Be Done Away W ith— 
Street Car Company “ Bonding” the 
Rails. 
Unless a complication arises in the 
final asssignment, Chief Spencer’s plan 
to do aw ay with one-half of the pDles 
on M ilwaukee street w ill go through. 
The plan is entered into by Captain 
Pliny Norcross,owner of the arc plant, 
the Bower City Light and Power com­ 
pany, of the incandescent plant, the 
Wisconsin Telephone company, and 
the Janesville Street Railway com­ 
pany. 
The 
interested 
parties sur­ 
veyed the lines yesterday afternoon 
and came to a verbal agreement. The 
understanding has not yet been re­ 
duced to writing, but it is understood 
that it will be a “go.” 
Under the plan all the 
street car 
poles on 
Milwaukee 
street from 
Academy to Wisconsin will 
be 
re­ 
moved, and many of tha ochers as 
well. 
Two out of three will be taken 
from the south side of the 
street. 
The two lighting companies will use 
the poles on one side of the street 
while the te'ephone and city wires 
w ill go on the other side. 
The span 
wires 
of 
the 
Street 
Railway 
Company will be 
strung 
them. 
P eo p le M ach P lea sed . 
Firms located 
on the street, as 
well as people in general, are" much 
pleased with the idea of doing away 
with so many of the 
unsightly poles 
and it will improve things greatly. 
“ The scheme is a go,” said Capt. 
Norcross to a Gazette man. 
“ We have 
all practically agreed to it.” 
The next move will be the assigning 
of the poles, and the removal of those 
not to be used, the work to be done 
uuder the city ordinance. 
All the parties, interested are con­ 
ceding a good deal, as all have fran­ 
chises entitling them to maintain in­ 
dividual 
lines on the street. 
The 
street railway company agrees to insu­ 
late its span wires to the satisfaction 
of the other companies interested. The 
incandescent company will use the 
top oross arm on the south side Hue, 
while the arc wires will run on the 
second cross arm. 
Supt. C am m ing a t W ork 
Superintendent Cummins 
of the 
Street Railway company, is now busy 
re-setting poles, and planning to do 
away with the corrosion of the water 
pipes. 
To meet the latter difficulty 
he is thoroughly 
“rebonding” the 
road so as to make as good a “ return 
circuit” as possible. This, it is thought 
will do away with most of the action 
on the pipes, by carrying the current 
on the rails 
themselves. 
The wcrk 
of re-setting the poles on the streets 
not covered by the mutual agreement, 
is being poshed forward, aid will 
probably be completed next week.
